The Royal Tour.—The chief public function during 
the Royal visit to Kandy was the presentation of an address 
of welcome from the Ceylon Planters’ Association. 


The Ceremony took place at noon in the large, cool 
hall of the Governor's residence, where the Duke and 
Duchess received their guests, the former wearing a grey 
frock-coat and the latter being dressed in white. Both 
appeared to be in excellent health and spirits, and expressed 
th: mselves as delighted with the elephant-parade, when 
a berl of thirtéen elephants was brought up at a trot 
and each one knelt in turn before the Royal visitors. The 
»nimals, after being refreshed by a bath in the river, gave 
an exhibition of butting down and uprooting trees. The 
eddress was read by Mr. Rosling, the Chairman of the 
Planters’ Association. 

The Duke, in reply, expressed his earnest wishes for 
the prosperity of the tea industry, and then held an 
investiture of the Order of St. Michael and St. George, con- 
ferring the Order upon the Hon. F. A. Cooper, Director of 
Public Works: Mr. Ellis, Government Agent for the 
Western Province; and Mr. de Suram, District Judge of 
Kandy. 


The “ Ophir” arrived at Singapore on April 21. As it 
was Sunday, no formal ceremonies or festivities took place ; 
‘ut when the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and York 
anded later in the morning they were welcomed by an 
immense throng, and were received by the Governor, to 
whose residence they drove, after inspecting the guard of 
honour drawn up on the quay. In the afternoon His Royal 
Highness gave separate audiences to the Sultans ot Perak, 
Pahang, and Selangar, who visited the Government House 
with their suites. 


The Festivities and ceremonies arranged by the 
inhabitants of Singapore to do honour to the Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York were resumed on Monday 
Their Royal Highnesses proceeded to the Town Hall, where 
loyal addresses were presented on behalf of all sections of 
the population. The expressions of fealty and affection 
were accompanied by a number of unique and handsom: 
gifts.

Sultan is an athleti 
fellow, six feet high. His 
hobby is horses, and be 


maintaine quite a string of 
racers. He is a renowned 
hunter in his own domains, 
and on foot has killed seven 
tigers in a single day's 
hunt. His manners and 
dress are those of a demo 
cratic European gentleman ; 
he speaks English with 
facility, if net fluently. At 
the age of eighteen he made 
a short trip to Europe, and 
at that time met the Prine« 
ot Wales, now Edward VII. 
He is contemplating making 
a trip round the world 
within a short time, and may this summer be seen in 


England.

Driehoek came simultaneously the news that the 

Boers were dispersing in small bodies, and show- 
ing no disposition to fight. 

Lord Kitchener's Firmness. 


We have always held it is “cruel to be 
kind in War. The more sternly a campaign 
is waged the more gp is it to end the sooner. 
Hence we are glad to héar that Lord Kitchener 
has published the following notice— 

From this date any residents in the district 
of the Colony under martial law who are found 
in arms, or who directly incite others to take up 
arms, or aid the enemy, or commit any overt act 
whereby the safety of His Majesty’s forces may 
be endangered, shall be tried by Court- Martial 
and liable to the severest penalties.’’ 

We learn from Cape Town that Mr. Cart-

Seeing his comrades all killed and wounded 
and the Maxim surrounded by Boers, he seized 
a pick and commenced to smash up the breech 
of the gun. The Boers threatened him, but he 
continued until he had rendered the gun useless 
to his captors, whereupon the Boers, robbed of 
their spoil, shot him dead. 

Mr. Brodrick, Secretary for War, has written 
to the widow of the brave Irishman, condoling 
with her on her husband’s death, and stating 
that, had he lived, he would have received the 
Victoria Cross.
